The Pope had been entirely de 
pendent, for his information, on the 
letter of Cardinal de Bourbon, of Aug 
26, 1572, which announced the defeat 
of a Huguenot plot to kill the king 
and the royal family. The letter ol 
Gregory to the king, date of Sept. 22, 
proves that this was his impression 
Soldan, the German Protestant his- 
torian, says that there is no evidence 
whatever of any complicity of the 
Holy See in the massacre. So much 
for this phase of the subject. 

The Huguenots were protected by 
Catholics. At Lyons they found 
refuge in the archiepiscopal prison 
and in the Celestine and Franciscan 
convents. The Bishop of Lisieux sav- 
ed many, the Calvinist martyrolo- 
gist states, and he also says: “The 
Calvinists of Toulouse found safety in 
the convents.” At other places only 
those who had borne arms against 
the king were killed. In Paris 
Jesuits hid away many Huguenots.
